I am elected to the highest off- 
ice in the country the heart’s 
desire of the people of the Ten- 
nessee Valley will be accomp- 
lished.”’ This was the statement 
of Senator Oscar W. Under- 
wood in an address here to- 
day in which he declared the 
“goverment would be a fool 
not to acecept the Ford offer 
for Muscle Shoals.” 

The address delivered on 
the campus of the state Norm- 
al school was the climax of a 
full day’s program held in hon- 
or of the distinguished visitor. 
The day’s program included a 
visit to Wilson Dam Saturday 
morning, a Juneheon at the 
Sheffield Chamber of Comm- 
erce headquarters at 1:30 
o'clock anda parade more 
than two and a half miles in 
length. 

Mr. Underwood announced 
at the opening of his speech 
that his remarks would be a 
“story of Muscle Shoals as seen 
from the fighting line and his 
opinion of what must be done 
in the future. 

Hetold of the difficulties 
the shoals presented in the ear- 
ly days of Alabama as a barrier 
to navigation on the Upper 
Tennessee and of the indomi- 
table fight waged by General 
Wheeler, Senator John T. Mor- 
gan and.others for building of 
locks and dams. ; 

He expressed ‘amazement at 
the delay encountered by re- 
cent developments when the 
great power possibilities,  to- 
gether with improved naviga- 
tion are considered. 

Importance as Plant 

He stated that Muscle Shoals 
plants are the only ones in 
America capable of producing 
sufficient nitrates to meet the 
demands of agriculture in time 
of peace and supply explosives 
in time of war and that while 
they are standing idle, nitrates 
are being manufactured from 
the air in Germany, England, 
France and Italy. 

The Senator said that the 
bid of Henry Ford was the only 
practical one that had been 
made and was an acceptance 
of the offer made to all private 
individuals and corporations in 
the country by Secretary 
Weeks when he was trying to 
solve the problem of disposing 
of the plants. 

“The Secretary went fishing 
for a minnow and he caught a 
Whale,” he said.
